HUSBANDRY HINTS. 

I.A roe profits do not always dc|irnd upon 
largr. crops. One may grow an ex- 
traordinary largo crop, hut the ox|s<useol 
ao doing may liulamv the reoetpto. 

(ItvrN in winter, iMoked PskI fed slight- 
ly worm, us it is pretty sure to bo is eaten 
more rapidly and does more good thun the 
uncooked. Cows increase their yield of 
milk on it. und all animals tlirivc better 
than previously. 

The way to become a better farmer is, In 
fact, to take bold of one single thing and 
improve it, then something else and im- 
prove it, not losing any improvement once 
gained, and thus eoutinuiug until tho 
whole farm ia “graded up.” 

As ran as experiments have been con- 
ducted, it bus been demonstrated that when 
wheat is sixty cents per bushel it is the 
cheapest grain that ran be used us food for 
ntook. being more nutritious than corn ami 
better aduptod for growing stock. 

It is a tact that dogs seldom attack slicop 
kept with cattle, unless m the case of some 
old rogue, uud then only when Iho sheep 
ure found ut it considerable distance, for 
the instinct of the cuttle is to attack ani- 
mals found chasing or worrying other 
stock near 1 hem.
